APPOINTS MOULTON. 

Henry P. Moulton of Salem has been 
appointed United States district attor- 
ney by President McKinley. The official 
act took place Wednesday. 

Henry P. Moulton was born in Bev- 
erly Nov. 28, 1844, and was graduated 
from Amherst college in 1865. Jan. 22, 
1868, he was admitted to the Essex 
bar and immediately began the prac- 
tice of law in Salem. He was the 
first principal of the bays’ evening 
school in Salem and later was sub- 
moster of a high school in Pittsburg. 

In 1872 he was a member of the Mas- 
sachusetts legislature from Salem and 
in 1873 and ’74 served as assitant dis- 
trict attornew of Essex county. 

Several times during the past 17 years 
he has ben urged to accept the posi- 
tion of justice of the superior court 
ani although assured of unanimous con 
firmation by the governor’s council, re- 
fused emphatically to acept the honor, 

He ranks very high in his profession, 
He is presicent of the Essex Bar asso- 
ciation. He has a wife and several chil- 
dren. He resides in Salem. 


SEREET RAILWAY HEARING, 


TEWKSBURY, March 20,—The se- 
lectmen of Tewksbury this afternoon 
gave a hearing on the proposition of 
the Lowell, Lawrence & Haverhill 
Street Railroad company to purchase 
or otherwise take under the generai 
act of 1898 relating to grade crossings, 
lands of sundry citzens in Tewksbury 
to avoid a grade crossing on the main 
highway at Mace’s Crossing or Wame- 
sit. The petitioners mean to extend 
their line on Rogers street in this city, 
on which a hearing was given by the 
aldermen last evening, to Tewksbury, 
thence to Wilmington and Boston. 

The plan is to take 10,500 square feet 
of land belonging to Mary Ellen Liltle- 
field, 2500 square feet from John Ander- 
son, 13,240 square feet from Mary 
Learned, and 17,070 square feet from 
Joel Mace. Daniel S. Richardson rep- 
resented the petitioners. The laniown- 
ers energetically remonstrated. The 
plans of the company contemplate an 
overhead bridge. 


BEST TRIAL BEGUN. 

SALEM, March 19—The trial of John 
C. Best of Saugus, charged with the 
murder ef George C. Builey of Saugus 
on the Sth of last October, was begun 
in the superior court yesterday fore- 
noon. Judges Sherman and Fox pre- 
sided. The forenoon sitting was de- 
voted to impane'ling a jury. Just 80 
men were cil ej before the 12 ‘‘good and 


lawful” jurors were obtained to the sat- 
isfaction of the court and of both par- 


ties to the case. There were 18 chal- 
lenges on either side, and 382 men were 
excused for various reasons, some on 


account of health, some because of hav- 
ing formed opiniins, ani others because 
of having strong prejudices against 
capital punishment.

“AT THE STATE HOUSE. 
SHORT LOBSTERS. 


BOSTON Mar 21—The whole of yes- 
terday’s session of the House was de- 
voted to a discussion on the nine-inch 
lobster bill. 

Although many members were antic- 
ipating a short session becausé of tne 
Governor’s recepticn in the evening, 
the full time permitfed un er the rules 
was occupied. Upon a roll call vote of 
101, to 37 the bill was passed to a third 
reading. 

The rising vote stood 93 to 45 in favor 
and upon a roll call vote the bll was 
passed by an even larger majority. 

Mr. Odlin of Lynn offered an order 
which was adopted calling upon the 
attorney general for an opinion as to 
the constitutionality of the biil requir. 
ing contractors on public works to es- 
tablish the same number of hours of 
labor and the same rate of wages as 
are paid by the state, county, city or 
town in which the work is carried on. 


Upon motion of Mr. Brigham of 
Marlboro the House reconsivered the 
vote whereby the bill to extend the 


teaching of manual training to towns 
of 10,000 inhabitants was passed to be 
engrossed and then the matter was 
postponed to April 3. 

The committe on banks and banking 
reported a‘bill to incorporate the Black- 
stone savings bank in the North End 
of Boston, The incorporators are 
George A. Chapman, Charles L. Dean, 
Charles H. Bond, Thomas J. Olys, Peter 
Graffam, John fey Hare, Edward A. Car- 
lisle, Henry N. Ciark. Henry H. Savage, 
Simon Vorenberg, John E, Welch and 
Charles H. Snow. Two other bills to 
incorporate savings banks in this dis- 
trict were reported upon adversely by 
the committee. 

The committee on rules reported in 
favor of suspending the rules ¢0 as tu 
admit the petitiqn of Henry E. Wright 
and others for legislation relative to 
the sealing of glass bottles or jars used 
by milkmen. 

The committee on miltary affairs re- 
ported a resolve to appropr.ate $8000 for 
the com ion of the monument on 
Dorcheste eights, South Boston, 

The Comamittee on street railways and 
towns jointly reported a bill to au- 
thorize the town of Lincoln to lay out 
special town ways and to lease them 
for the exclusive use of street railway 
companies. 

Other committee reports were made 


as follows: 
Street railways—Leave to withdraw 
on the bill to require street railway 


companies to maintain waiting rooms 
where connections are made with other 
lines and where transfers are granted. 
Street railways—Leave to. withdraw 
on the bill to require the Boston elevat- 
ed railway company and the Boston 
& Brockton street railway company to 
carry passengers between any two 
points in Boston for a five-cent fare. 
Military affairs—Ought to pass on 
the bill to extend to veterans of the 
Incian wars the same exemptions en- 
joyed by veterans of the Civil war. 
Mercantile affairs—Ought not to pass 
on the bill to authorize the stockhold- 
ers.of any corporation to examine its 
books. and accounts. 

Judiciary—Leave to withdraw on the 
bill to require each county to maintain 
a separate institution for the confine- 
ment of persons convicted of drunken- 
ness, 


THE SENATE. 


In the Senat> the adverse report of 
the committee «n the bill to repeal the 
act of last year providing for the em- 
ployment of an additional assistant in 
the office of the state inspector of gas 
meters caused a great deal of debate. 
Senator Huntress of Middlesex 
claimed that the bill last year was put 
through during his absence surrepti- 
tiously, and that there was really no 
need of another assistant in the office. 

Senator Lawrence for the committee 
on manufactures, explained the work 
of the state inspector of gas meters. 
The report of the committee was fin- 
ally accepted as was also the adverse 
report on the bill to provide that the 
inspection of gas and gas meters 
shoul? be under the supervision of the 
board of gas and electric light commis- 
sjoners. This report was made on an- 
other of Senator Huntress’ bill's 

The Senate rejected the Gardner 
amendmet to the bill relative to the 
crade crossing of the Old Colony rail- 
read and the Fast Taunton street rail- 
way at Chace’s crossing in the city 
of Taunton and passed the bill to be 
engrossed. Senator Gardner’s amen‘t- 
ment provided that the crossing should 
be nermitted subiect to the annroval 
of the railroad commissioners. 


BY A CLOSE VOTE. 


BOSTON, March 19—Evacuation day 
broke in on the state house routine yes- 
terday and considerably interfe:ed with 
business, 

At ithe time the head of the parade 
was expected to pass the state house 
the lower branch took a recess, and 
upon reassembling adjourned, 

The Carey amendment to the consti- 
tution was laid on the table until Mon- 
day next. 

by a vote of 48 to 60 the house refused 
to subsititute the bill to provide that the 
sentences of prisoners shall be comput- 
ed from the date of commiiment for the 
adverse committee report. 

By a vote of 51 to 50 the House sub- 
stituted the Busweil bi.l to pruovi-e that 
the distribution of the excise tax paid 
by street railway companies shall not 
be affected by consolidation, on which 
the committee on taxation reported 
leave to’ withdraw. 

The bill to provide that no contagious 
hospital shall be erected or maintained 
within 500 feet of an inhabited dwelling 
in an adjoining town was un_er debate 
when the House adjourned, 

The committee on liquor law reported 
leave to withdraw on the bill to author- 
ize the sale of intoxicating liquors on 
Labor day. 

The resvlve appropriating $20,000 for 
a statue on the state house grounds to 
Gen. W. F. Bartlett was” referred to 
Thursday next and to be placed first in 
the orders of the diay.

Annual Philo-Forum Debate. 


The ninth annual debate between the 
Philomathean and Forum societies of 
Phillips Andover academy was held in 
the Semirmary chapel last Tuesday even- 
ing before an audience in which were 
included the students ‘of the academy 
and Abbot, and many townspeople.

Morrison Wins His Case. 


The case of Morrison vs. the City of 
Lawrence was resumed at Wednesday's 
afternoon’s session of the superior 
court. Wilbur F. Morrison, whose ex- 
pulsion from the high school occa- 
sioned the suit, resumed the witness 
stand, He testified: “I attempted to 
attend the drawing lesson with my 
class, but Mr. Scribner, the instructor, 
was notified that I was not a student 
but a visitor. Later I had a talk with 
Superintendent Burke and _ Principai 
Horne about my case. Principal Horne 
said that my presence was detrimental 
to discipline, that I had caused him 
lots of trouble by mischievous acts. Re- 
garding the articles published in my 
father’s paper, I said to Mr. Burke that 
I was sorry some had appeared. 
also claimed that Mr. Horne had not 
treated me fairly.’’ 

When the witness was asked what 
happened at the hearing before the 
school, committee, Mr. Kane objected, 
claiming that the facts regarding the 
hearing were a matter of record on the 
books of the school committee, Col. 
Sweeney argued that the plaintiff was 
not bound by. the record, which is made 
by: the eecretary, who is not a sworn 
officer, that his record that a hearing 
was held is not sufficient, since the 
plaintiff claims a.full hearing was de- 
nied, which contention can only be 
proved by the facts and not’*by the 
records, 

Judge Bell allowed the testimony to 
be introduced and Mr. Kane took ex- 
ceptions. 

The witness then proceeded to dis- 
scribe the hearing. He eaid that in 
the early part of the proceedings Com- 
mitteeman Breen moved that neither 
side have counsel, but the motion was 
not carried, He then told of the call- 
ing in of Lawyer Coulson by Principal 
Horne, after which the hearing pro- 
ceeced until Mr. Horne had made his 
statement to the committee and pre- 
sented the statements of several stu- 
dents, and Mr. Riley had been called 
by Lawyer Dow, who represented Mr. 
Morrison. Then Mr. Dow called ‘Wal- 
ter Clough, a student, but Mayor Leon- 
ard refused to have students testify. 
Mr. Dow urged the necessity of intro- 
ducing the testimony, but Mayor Leon- 


ard insisted, and the hearing was 
closed, after the committee voted to 
ratify Mr. Horne’s action. 


Morrison was cross-examined by Mr. 
Kane at length. He denied inciting or 
urging any Students to write roasts on 
Principal Horne, bt he admitted that 
on one occasion, in a talk Hehad with 
a Hugh McConnor, who had applied for 
work on his father’s paper, but was 
told that there was no position for 
him, he had replied to McConnor in 
answer to a question as to what he 
would have been required to do had he 
got the job, that he might have writ- 
ten “roasts” on Mr. Horne, 

The witness testified that he haa 
been a special student, that he had had 
trouble with Miss Halley, a teacher, 
and that Mr. Horne had helped him 
in mathematics. 

Charles Morrison, father of Wilbur, 
was next called. He said he was pub- 
lisher of the Sentinel when the com- 
munication criticising Mr. Horne ap- 
peared. He said it was not written by 
his son. He identified several letters 
which pdassed~between him, Principal 
Horne and the school committee. 

Lawyer Dow was then sworn. He 
testified as to what transpired at the 
hearing. He said further that a few 
days ‘ago he had asked to see Superin- 
tendent Burke's record of the hearing 
and it~ was shown to him. He notea 
that there was no record of Mayor 
Leonard's refusal to allow the students 
to testify, which Mr. Dow said he 
thought should appear. Mr. Burke re- 
plied that if he had known that was 
desired he might have incorporated it. 

Mr. Dow was not cross examined, 

The plaintiff testified at this point. 

Supt. Burke, for the defendant, read 
the record of the meeting. Cross ex- 
amined, he said that if he were mak- 
ing the record up now he should have 
included the committee's decision re- 
garding testimony of witnesses for 
Morrison. He did not think it impor- 
tant then, he eaid. 

Mr. Burke admitted that counsel had 
made suggestion to him about prepar- 
fng the record, but said that the sug- 
gestion was not followed, 

This closei the testimony. The jury 
was excused and Mr. Kane made a 
motion to take the case from the jury. 

Judge Bell ruled that there were 
facts which the jury should pass upon, 


Thursday morning Attorney Kane an- | 


nounced that he would not argue, Col. 
Sweeney argued at length for the 
plaintiff. Judge Bell finshed his charge 
to the jury at 10.45 a. m., after which 
the jury retired. 

At 11.30 the jury returned with a ver; 
ciet for the plaintiff of $471.67. 

The case will go to the supreme court 
on exceptions taken by- City Solicitor 
Kane, who objected to the xdmission 
of evidence as to what transpired at 
the hearing, claiming that the records 
of the secretary were sufficient. Mr. 
Kane also saved an exception on the 
amount of damages to which the plain- 
tiff was entitled, claiming that he 
could not recover for any prejudice 
which might have been caused by his 
expulsion.

No person other than 
the minor's parent or guardian ghall 
give any cigarette, snuff or tobacco 
in any of its forms, to any minor 
under sixteen years of age.

May Locate in Lawrence. 


The stockholders of the United Shoe 
Machinery company which was organ- 
ized in March 1899 and which has a to- 
tal authorized capital stock of $25,000,- 
000, have received notice that thé com- 
pany, as a result of the vote of the 
Board of Directors, March 14, 1901, is 
about to offer to the stockholders at 
par 73,174 shares ($1,829,350) of common 
stock, to provide for the cost of the 
proposed new p'ant—about $800,000, and 
to enable the company to increase the 
output of its leased machines both in 
the United States and in foreign coun- 
tries as rapidly as is required by the 
constantly growing demands of the 
trade. ‘ 

The McKay Metallic Fastening asso- 
ciation formerly of this city, now of 
Winchester, is a member of the United 
Shoe Machinery company and the other 


; companies in the United States are at 


Beverly (Consolidated & McKay), at 
South Boston, (cutter plant) at Kings- 
ton (tack plant) and at Wheeling, West 
Virginia (nail plant,) and about 1500 
hands are employed in these facto- 
ries. 

It is theo pinion of the board of di- 
rectors that a modern manufacturing 
plant should be established to build the 
machinery now made in the factories 
at Boston, Winchester and Beverly 
with greater economy than {is possible 
with separated plauts, and with pro- 
vision for such additions as the growth 
of the business will soon require. A 
well equipped foundry will form a part 
of the new plant. At present the com- 
pany has no foundry. 

When the new consolidated plant is 
accomplished, it is probable that it will 
give employment to about 2000 men— 
skilled mechanics receiving good pay. 
It, the,refore, is obvious what a boon 
such a manufactory would be for Law- 
rence, and the Board of Trade will né 
doubt take immediate steps to do all h 
its power 'to nersuade the company to 
locate here. 

About a year ago, before the company 
had definitely decided to build a large 
plant thait the works might be consoli- 
dated, the local Board of Trade ap- 
pointed a committee to go to Boston to 
confer with the directors of the com- 
pany, relative to locating here, The 
directors at that time were awaiting the 
return from Europe of their president, 
Sidney W. Winslow, and until this 
month no definite action had been taken 
by the company. 

The determined efforts on ithe part of 
the citizens of Lawrence would probab- 
ly result in the company’s locating 
here and if such a blessing could be 
brought about it would be one of the 
greatest things that ever befell the city.

a location on Main street for the Law- 
rence and Reading railway has been ‘at 
the front in Andover affairs. One 
scheme and another have’ been tried 
for adjusting the difficulty, and many 
efforts to make one track serve all re- 
quirements have proved — unavailing. 
Last Saturday evening the citizens were 
summoned together for the purpose of 
expressing the public sentiment upon 
the direct question of a second track 
down Main street for the use of the 
Reading road. Lf anybody had any 
doubt as to the public desire before that 
meeting, there could have been none 
after it was well under way. A half 
thousand citizens by word and marks of 
approval endorsed to the echo the re- 
quest for a favorable reply to the 
petition ; perhaps a tenth as many ap- 
appeared in opposition, 

In point of numbers, and in general 
interest, the town of Andover never 
saw so vigorous a demand for any re- 
quested improvement. Men = from all 
walks in life joined together in one 
common demand for fair play and equal 
rights for the new road. The oppo- 
sition that was honest and respectful in 
its discussion deserved and received 
most considerate attention ; that which 
attempted to brow beat and malign 
quickly reached its own level. 

While no definite action was taken, 
the selectmen can have no. further 
doubt as to what the people of And- 
over want. They want the cars of the 
Reading road to run to the square. 
They wish that one track might serve 
the needs of both interested companies, 
but there are few who do not realize 
that the day is very near at hand when 
the actual demands of the travel 
through the main street of Andover 
will 1equire two tracks to properly 
accommodate the cars, Hence the 
people of Andover want a second track 
down Main street and they want it as 
soon as all needed arrangements can be 
made for its proper location, 

Judge Poor well expressed the gen 
eral public sentiment when he stated 
that the people are heartily sick of the 
street railway controversy. Tle went 
further, and as one of the most prom- 
inent abuttors on the street made a 
clear and frank presentation of the 
case from a standpoint that appealed 
to all for its fairness, There are few 
of us who would wish for even one car 
track by our door, but the recognition 
of public demand and growth often 
carries with it the burden of a nuisance 
or an inconvenience. 

“What will the selectmen do, and 
when will they do it?” is the universal 
query. They alone know, and they are 
not vet ready to make their knowledge 
public, but it safe to) feel assured 
that every interest of the town will be 
properly safeguarded, and the desire of 
the people complied with in a way to 
serve the best interests of the town, 
There would seem to be no reason for 
along delay in making the first move 
in the matter, and there should be no 
hesitancy on the, part of the road. in 
complying with every proper restriction 
for securing a splendid highway for the 
centre of our town.

Obituary. 


NATHANIEL P. WH. MELVIN, 


The death of Nathaniel P. H. Melvin, 
a former mayor of Lawrence, occurred 
at his home at 52 Salem street of this 
town, on Tuesday morning at 7.50 
o'clock, at the age of 76 years, He had 
been feeble for some time past and went 
out of the house but seldom. About a 
month ago he tripped over a chair and 
fell, fracturing his collar bone. The 
shock to his nervous system is said to 
have hastened the end. 

Deceased was born in Lowell in 1825 
and there he attended the publie schools, 
receiving only a common school edu- 
cation. When a youth he learned the 
trade of a machinist, for his bent was 
toward mechanics, and was successful in 
chosen occupation at which he 
worked for several years in Lowell. In 
Isdv he removed to Lawrence, being then 
27 vears of age. Entering the employ of 
the Washington mills as engineer of the 
plant, he remained in this position for 
fully 25 years. 

Mr. Melvin early allied himself with 
the democratic party and always took 
yreat interest il polities, becoming a 
power in his party in the new municipal- 
ity and obtaining considerable influence 
with the leading men of the city. In 
Iss0, eight years after he came to Law- 
rence, he owas elected alderman from 
ward five, being a resident of Bodwell 
street, Where he lived during his entire 
residence in that city. After one year’s 
excellent service he returned to private 
life, but was summoned from it to take 
the reins of government in his hands as 
mayor in IS66, He served in this capac- 
ity while still employed by the Washing- 
ton mills during 1867, 1868 and 1870, 
being the first man to serve the city as 
mayor for three years. He then retired 
from active life for a time, but again in 
Isis he was elected a member of the 
Water board, 

It was a short time after his service as 
mayor that he resigned his position as 
engineer of the Washington mills to 
enter the hardware business, in which 
undertaking his knowledge of mechanics 
stood him in good stead. He was soon 
obliged to seek Jarger quarters and 
When the Breehin block, at the corner 
of Essex street and Broadway, was com- 
pleted he removed to the ground floor of 
this building and there built up a fine 
business. He sold out to the Treat 
Hardware company in 1887, and then re- 
tired from active life. 

Among the older residents of Law- 
rence he was widely known and highly 
esteemed. His integrity in business 
and polities was unquestionable ; 
his attitude on important questions 
Which reflected on the government was 
frm and unchangable. In this place, 
Where he has resided for the past three 
years, he has some warm friends, but 
aside from them, he was not very well 
known from the fact that he has been 
out but little. He was a member of 
Grecian lodge of Masons, also of Beth- 
any Commandery, Knights Templar and 
Mt. Sinai chapter. For many years he 
was a member of the masonic associa- 
tion, being for some time president of 
it. He attended the St. John’s Episco- 
pal church of Lawrence, of which he 
Was a member, and for a Jong while the 
senior warden. He is survived by his 
Wife, dnd by one brother.who resides in 
Melrose, 

The funeral was held from St. John’s 
chureh, Lawrence, this afternoon at 2.30 
o'clock, Rey. Mr. Wood _ officiating. 
Burial was in Belleviie cemetery.

CHARLES P. CLARK. 


Charles P. Clark, formerly president 
ofthe New York, New Haven & Hart- 
ford railroad, died yesterday afternoon 
at 2.45 o'clock, at Nice, France, of heart 
failure the result of a complication of 
diseases which caused his retirement 
from office about a year ago. With Mr. 
Clark in France at the time of his death, 
Was his wife and his brother, Rev. Ed- 
P ard L. Clark, pastor of the Central 

ongregational church, Boston. 

_ The late Charles Peter Clark was born 
In Nashua, N, H,, Aug. 11, 1836, He was 
Sent to Phillips Andover academy to be 
prepared for college, graduating in L852. 
He entered Dartmouth in the class of '56, 
with Which he remained only’a year, 
leaving on aceount. of ill health. He re- 
‘urned from a sea voyage to re-enter the 


obliged to leave and again Jie went to 
sea. This gave him a taste for a sea- 
faring life, so he purchased a small vessel 
and engaged in the African trade. Ina 
short time he was able to act as his own 
captain, 

He served during the Civil war as aet- 
ing ensign in the U.S. Navy, receiving 
an honorable discharge in 1865, having 
risen by two promotions to the rank of 
acting volunteer lieutenant. By reason 
of this patriotic service he was made a 
member of the Massachusetts com- 
mandery of the Military Order of the 
Loyal Legion, of which he has been com- 
mander, and he also has acted as vice- 
commander of the national commandery 
of the order. 

Ilis career after the war shaped itself 
on land, first in maritime interests, later 
in the railroad business. Although his 
beginning in the latter was modest, his 
rise to prominence’ was. rapid. From 
elerk to the receivers of the moribund 
Boston, Hartford & Erie railroad in 1s70 
at 34 years of age, to general manager of 
the re-organized road, the New York 
and New England, at 37, was the first 
step. In Is87 he was made yice-presi- 
dent of the company, retaining the oftice 
of general manager. His connection 
with this road came to an end in Decem- 
ber of that year and he spent two years 
in England, observing — railroading 
methods there. In I881l he became sec- 
ond vice-president of the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford. He was soon 
recalled to the N.Y. & N. E. as. presi 
dent and receiver, and it took him two 
years to get itout of financial difficulties. 

In 1887 Mr. Clark was made president 
of the New York, New Haven & Hart- 
ford road. His especial prominence in 
this section was obtained by the con- 
struction of the new South terminal sta- 
tion in Boston, 

Mr. Clark’s wife was Miss Caroline 
Tyler, whom he married in 1857, Of the 
union, six children are living, two sons 
and four daughters, of whom one is Mrs. 
Elizabeth T. Hincks, wife of Prof. BE. Y. 
Hinecks of this place. 

FRANCIS J. PHELPS. 

Francis J. Phelps, son of the late Prof. 
Austin Phelps of Andover, and half 
brother of Mrs. Elizabeth Stuart Phelps 
Ward, died of double pneumonia follow- 
ing the grip, in Philadelphia, Pa., on 
Mareh 19. The = funeral was held at 
Boston this morning at the residence of 
Curtis Guild, jr, Rev. Winchester 
Donald, D. D., of ‘Trinity church, Bos- 
ton, officiating. Committal services 
were held also, at the grave in the 
Chapel cemetery of this place, where 
the body was brought for burial in the 
family lot this noon. A brother of the 
deceased, Rev. Lawrence Phelps of I-eo- 
minster conducted the services here. 

The late Mr. Phelps was forty years 
of age. He graduated from Phillips 
Andover academy in 187% His home 
has been made in Baltimore winters, 
and at Bar Harbor summers. Another 
brother of the deceased was the late 
Prof. Moses Stuart) Phelps of Smith 
college, who was accidentally shot in the 
Maine woods, while hunting there, a 
number of years ago.

DEMANDED 


Citizens are Outspoken at Lawrence and 
Reading Hearing—Selectmen Still - 
Considering Matter 


That the citizens of Andover are 
deeply interested in the question of two 
tracks ou Main street was fully preven 
at the hearing given in the Town hall, 


Saturday evening, on the petition of the |! 


Lawrence & Reauing road for a lecation 
on Main street from the present ter- 
minus on the hill to the junetion of Elm 
and Main in the Square. 

The hall was crowded in every part 
and quite a few laaies were present in 
the gallery. Chairman Goldsmith of 


the board of selectmen, presided and.on | 


the platform with him was Selectman 
Boutwell. ‘he Reading road was repre- 
sented by C. A. DeCourcy of Lawrence, 
and Col. Woddward, while the L, L. & 
H. representatives were Col. J. P. 
Sweeney, Mr. Woodman, loeal manager, 
Pres. A. B. Bruce, and Supt. Nowell. 

During the hearing the sentiment of 
those present was almost wholly wath 
the Keading road people, the objectors 
tothe double track being confined to 
abuttors on Main street. The audience 
was thoroughly appreciative, and al- 
though at times the debate seemed to 
wander, they followed it attentively to 
the end. 

Mr. Goldsmith read the petition and 
called on the Keading road to present 
the case. 

C, A. DeCourey spoke on behalf of the 
petitioners and in opening said he would 
not take up any time in going over the 
case which was now an old story with 
the board of selectmen and also with 
the citizens of the town. ‘The Lawrence 
& Reading street railroad company 
needed no introduction. When it first 
asked for a location you were willing to 
take its promises. ‘These promises were 
to be resied upon and have beet fulfilled 
It built its road, and its tracks are not 
excelled by any road in the Common- 
wealth. Its equipment is equal to the 
best and while not wishing to make any 
invidious comparisons, is ratWer, better 
than some of its neighbors. It has been 
operated to commend itself to the pub- 
lic and the citizens of the town. It is 
known who the men are who own the 
road, and it isnot) maintained and oper- 
ated solely for the benefit of the share- 
holders but for the convenience of the 
public. 

This road is now at the threshold and 
desires to enter. Mr. DeCourcy told 
the story of the camel which having got 
its head into the tent, also got its whole 
body in to the exclusion of every thing 
else. That was not the intention of the 
L.& Ro road. The company wanted to 
extend its tracks from the hill to the 
centre for the aceommodation of the 
people of the town who desired ordinary 
accommodations and conveniences at 
least. At present the riding public 
doesn’t want to walk up to the top of the 
hill to get the Reading car nor are they 
willing to pay the Lowell, Lawrence & 
Haverhill company five cents to carry 
them up. Itis to meet the demands of 
the people that this request is made. 

There are three possible ways for the 
L.& R. road to come down, on Main 
street or School street. ‘The sentiment 
of the town is against the School street 
proposition and it is not desirable that 
there should be a track on that street. 
There should be one main thoroughfare 
intown left free from tracks. Main 
street is the only other street left and it 
is plainly obvious that the road should 
come down this street. There are two 
ways possible for it to do so, one by 
using the tracks of the L. L. & Hl. and 
paying them a compensation for the 
privilege; the other by granting the L. 
& R. road atrack of its own, The at- 
tempt of the L. & RK. road to secure the 
privilege from the L. L. & H.is now 
ancient history. There has been no dis- 
position on the part of that company to 
share its tracks or give permission, A 
proposition was made. last September 
by the L. & R. road and it still remains 
unanswered. Besides, it is impractic- 


able. The L. & R. wants to come down 
Main street and asks for a location 
there. It will no doubt inconvenience 
some but necessarily — 80. The 


greater portion of the people of the 
town however will be accommodated. 
There is no practical solution of the 
ditheulty except by granting a location 
on Main street. The assurance of Col, 
Woodward is of sufficient guarantee 
that the construction and equipment of 
the road will be of the best. 

There is another consideration. = ‘The 
L.& R. road now has locations in And- 
over, North Andover and Ward Lull, 
and when this road is completed there 
will be much through travel from Hav- 
erhill to Reading and vice- versa. It 
will be a great convenience to people to 
have a through line. Without it they 
will have to be dumped in Andover 
square going either way and this is not 
desirable to anyone. It will be in- 
convenient to every body. It is chiefly 
for improving the system thro’ Andover 
and for the accommé@dation of the And- 
over public that the road is being built, 
work, on which will commence Monday. 
Brietly and informally that is what the 
L. & R. road wants. It is desirous to 
have the co-operation of the citizens of 
Andover and any suggestions for im- 
provement will be very gladly received 
by the management. 

Col. Woodward for the L. & R. said he 
would be glad to answer any qtiestions, 
The selectmen of the town understand 
the present situation; the people of the 
town understand it. There was an uni- 
versal demand last fall for extension to 
the centre and there is the same de- 
mand now. The people of Andover 
want to travel from the square to Kead- 
ing for the same fare which they now 
pay from the top of the hill. If the 
Lawrence & Reading cars come to the 
square this can be done without failure 
of making connections which now exists. 
When the road to Bradford is finished 
cars will run from Reading to Bradford 
in an hour, and meet the L, L. & H. cars 
atthe latter place. The time will be 
30 minutes from Reading to) Andover 
and 30 minutes from Andover to Brad- 
ford. Thiscan be accomplished if the 
L. & R. road is granted a location down 
Main street. 

William Odlin asked why it was 
obvious that the road should come down 
Main street. 

In reply Col. Woodward said that 
transportation and transferring should 
be done in the centre of the town 
and that the straight way is always the 
best way, and in this case it is down 
Main street.

venient use of the street for public 
travel and should no longer be endured. 

At present your tracks obstruct nearly 
eight feet in width of Main street from 
Andover square to the top of Andover 
hill, and this obstruction will continue 
so long as the present rails and granite 
blocks are used. The rails and granite 
blocks at present used may have been 
permissible ten years ago, but with mod- 
ern improvements in railway construc- 
tion they ought no longer to obstruct 
and disfigure the principal street of the 
town. 

Pending the decision of this matter 
you are requested to make no change in 
the tracks of your company, the paving 
and grading, without the approval of the 
selectmen.

of the road and the trolley wires would 
be suspended from long arms fastened to 
the poles. \ 

Prof. Downs expressed the opinion 
that therecwas now noise and annoyance 
enough from one line and thought one 
track  sutticient. Ile was strongly 
against two tracks on the street. He 
pointed out the terrible condition of 
Main street today. and said that the 
L. LL. & H. were responsible for it and 
should be compelled to keep it in. repair, 

At the corner of Locke and Main it 
Was positively dangerous. 

Col. Sweeney then spoke for the L. 1. 
& H. company. It was not his intention 
to make any extended remarks. — In view 
of the sentiment expressed at the meet- 
ing he was of the opinion that but one 
track was wanted on Main street. His 
personal opinion was that the matter 
could be arranged satisfactorily with the 
L. L. & H. people. He said his road was 
willing to arrange a system of transfers 
from the square to the hill, the Reading 
road to return a proper percentage, 
The proper way in his opinion to settle 
the difficulty was the use of the same 
tracks by both roads. 

Mr. DeCourcy closed for the» Reading 
road. He said that in looking back over 
the night’s meeting it reminded him of 
the man who went intoasouthern city 
looking for a friend named Kimball. A 
native knew where the man lived and 
after giving him many directions as to 
cross roads, left) roads, rights, past 
school houses and a spot Where a house 
once stood but had been burned down, 
and then up a* creek, he finally landed 


him in a swamp. ‘The visitor asked, 
“What then?” The native lookcd at 
him a minute and then said, ‘*Waal, 


dif you aint lost!” That, 
it seemed to him, was the outcome of 
the controversy. Ile had listened to the 
question put by Col, Sweeney, so ingen- 
iously to Col. Woodward, but it was only 
the same old story whieh the clever 
counsel for the LL. LL. & TH. always told. 
It was a twice-thrice-four times told 
tale. He would like to tell the board 
of selectmen that mo road has ever been 
allowed to use the LL. 1b. & PL. tracks in 
spite of their promises. There is no 
power in Massachusetts to compel them, 
The same old. question has been put to- 
night and there was ho reason to expect 
any litferent results in this case. 

The Reading road wanted to come to 
the square not only for business reasons 
but to accommodate its passengers, In 
its endeavor it has met the LL. L.& HH. road 
more than half way Ile spoke of the 
attempt when the Reading road was 
completed to make an amicable settle- 
ment but instead of that the lL. L. & HH. 
people cut off a hundred feet of wire at 
the end of the line on the hill so that 
its cars couldn't run close to the Reading 
road, and only replaced it) when com- 
pelled to do so by the seleetmen. They 
had always played the dog-in-the-manger 
and said “You can't come down Main 
street on our line, even if you want to.” 

He referred to what Mr. Cole had said

van and that was surely enough to 
satisfy a.yone that nothing could be 
done. He said the decoy question of 


Col, Sweeney simply meant delay until 
it should be too late to build this season. 

Mr. DeCourey said he appreciated 
the seriousness of the objection to a see- 
ond track on Main street. It might be 
possible to devise some way of carrying 
the Reading road's cars (not its passen- 
gers) over the LL. LL. & Tl. tracks but 
judging from past experience with that 
road, he doubted if satisfactory arrange- 
ments could’ be made. One of the ob- 
jectors to the double track said) there 
would be more noise, but if the Reading 
cars came over the LL. L. & H. track 
there would) be increased noise and 
travel on the single track. Whether 
there should) be one track or two the 
noise Was no objection. A second ob- 
jection was that) with a double track, it 
would be more dificult’ for the driving 
public. At present eight feet of road- 
way is taken up by the tracks and if 
another track were put in only a little 
more room would be needed. Ile be- 
lieved the road could) be so constructed 
with conditions and restrictions that with 


two tracks on Main street it would be 
safer to drive than it was now with one. 


The condition of rails of the L. L.& H. 
just now was far from being right. In 
fact he had been told in the ear while 


coming from Lawrence that the only 
thing that held the rails down in Frye 
Village at present was the frost. The 
board of selectmen can place many re- 
strictions which will make it safe to 
have two tracks on the street. The 
Reading road has been unsuccessful in 
its attempts to get down to the square 
on the tracks of the LOL. & Il. The 


townspeople want the Reading cars in 
the square, and so does the Reading 
road. Not until the L. & Re has equal 
rights with the L. LL. & H. on Main 
street and is able to stand on its own 


feet, will the latter consent to any terms. 

Chairman Goldsmith announced that 
the board would take the matter under 
consideration and the hearing closed 
shortly after ten o'clock.
